1. Respondent shall pay a civil penalty in the amount of one
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) within thirty days of the signing of
this Consent Order. Payment shall be by certified check or money
order, payable to the State of New Jersey, and sent to Dennis
Gonzalez, Executive Director, Professional Counselor Examiners
Committee, P.O. Box 45044, Newark, New Jersey 07101.

2. Respondent shall take a one semester, graduate level
ethics course at an accredited institution. The course shall be

pre-approved by the Committee. Respondent shall submit proof of



full attendance ‘at and successful completion of the course within

twelve months of the entry of this Consent Order.
